MO T-l, who has furnished reliable information 
in the past, advised on January 16, 1962 that at the 
January 15, 1962 meeting of the National States Rights 
Party (NSRP) chapter at Montgomery, Alabama, it was 
urged that NSRP members attend the gathering at City 
Auditorium, Montgomery, Alabama, on the night of January 
20, 1962 to hear the broadcast of Major General EDWIN A. 
WALKER'S address which would be made at Dallas, Texas. A 
characterization of the NSRP is appended hereto. 

The January 21, 196?. issue of the Montgomery 
M^^feis® 3 ? - Alabama Journal, Sunday newspaper published 
at Montg6me^7™ATabsina,~carries an article on Page One 
captioned "Crowd in Auditorium Hears WALKER *s Attack On 
Reds." Authored by ROD HARRIS of the Adve rtiser staff, 
this article relates that about 1,000 persons gathered at 
City Auditorium on January 20, 1962 to hear General WALKER'S 
address in which he attached Communism and endorsed what 
he called "an upswing of conservatism" in the United States. 
The simultaneous gatherings to hear WALKER' s speech from 
Dallas was called a "National Indignation Convention", and 
this article states that approximately 200 gatherings 
similar to the one in Montgomery were held to hear this 
speech. The article states that WALKER charged the "total 
leadership" of the United States with allowing the spread 
of Communism by "appeasement" over the past twenty years. 
He also urged that either the Soviet Union and its satellites 
be expelled from the United Nations, or that the United 
States get out. WALKER spoke against the United Nations, 
the concept of "one-worldism", and criticized the training 
of "enemy soldiers" by the United States. 

ROD HARRIS' article also relates that in a "warm-up- 
session before the WALKER speech, FRED MITE of Montgomery, 
a sponsor of the "indignation convention" spoke in detail

about military aid given to Yugoslavia by the United States, 
and circulated a petition against training Yugoslav airmen 
in the United States. Another speaker, Rev. Dr. ROBERT 
STRONG, sharply attacked clerical leadership in the United 
States for its "drift toward socialism". He cited the 
National Council of Churches for resolving to favor ad- 
mission of Red China into the United Nations. 

This article also states that after the rally 
copies of "Common Sense" were passed out by unidentified 
men, contrary to the wishes of "convention officials" who 
tried to get the police to prevent this publication from 
being distributed at the convention. The police refused 
to intervene, according to the article. 

MO T-2, who has furnished reliable information 
in the past, advised on January 22, 1962 that the men 
passing out the copies of "Common Sense" were members of 
United Klans of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan at Montgomery. This informant identified "Common 
Sense" as an anti-Communist and anti-Semetic publication, 
published by CONDE McGINLEY in New Jersey. 

A characterization of United Klans of America, 
Inc., KKKK, is appended hereto.

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NATIONAL STATES RIGHTS PARTY (NSRP) 

On November 26, 1957, a source advised that the 
United White Party (UWP) was organized at a convention held 
in Khoxville, Tennessee, on November 10, 1957. An article 
in the November 26, 1957, issue of the "Greenville Piedmont", 
a newspaper of Greenville, South Carolina, reported that a 
"Ku Klux Klan spokesman of Greenville reported the recent 
formation of a new political party to be known as the United " 
White Party". According to the article, the party was formed 
at a recently held meeting in Khoxville, Tennessee, at which 
many Klansmen were represented. The UWP was reported as 
being opposed to all "race mixing organizations and indivi- 
duals" . 

The July 1958, issue of "The Thunderbolt", self- 
described as the "official Racial Nationalist Organ of the 
National States Rights Party" (NSRP) reported that rank and 
file "States Righters" had merged with the UWP under "the 
banner of the National States Rights Party" with national 
offices at Post Office Box 261, Jeffersonville, Indiana. 

In November 1958, a source advised that the NSRP 
is composed of past members of the Ku Klux Klan and notorious 
anti-Semites . 

Issue #19, dated June i960, of "The Thunderbolt" 
announced the address of the headquarters of the NSRP had been 
changed from Jeffersonville, Indiana, to Post Office Box 783, 
Birmingham, Alabama .

Records of Superior Court of Pulton County, 
Georgia, reflect that this KLan organization was granted a 
corporate charter on February 21, 1961, at Atlanta, Georgia, 
under the name United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux KLan 
of America, Inc. 

A source advised on February 27, 1961, that 
United KLans was formed as a result of a split in U. S. 
Klans, Knights of the Ku KLux KLan, Inc. According to the 
source, the split resulted from a leadership dispute and 
United Klans has the same aims and objectives as the parent 
group. These are the promotion of Americanism, white 
supremacy and segregation of the races. 

The first source and a second source advised 
in July, 1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux 
KLan of America, Inc., merged with Alabama Knights, Knights 
of the Ku Klux KLan. The merged organization established 
headquarters in Suite 401, The Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama. The organization is directed by ROBERT SHELTON, 
Imperial Wizard, and is the dominant KLan group in the South 
with units in several southern states.

(1) August 19 ; 1946. AMERICAN -MADE P-JL Fighter planes piloted by "neutral" 
Yugoslav pilots shot down an unarmed American C-47 cargo plane that strayed off 
course enroute from Rome to Vienna. The C-47 was piloted by Captj Richard Claeys 
and carried a crew of 5 airmen. Yugoslavs burned the bodies of the crewmen* 

Note; In 1946, Yugoslavs were classified as "allies of U» S." This 
is an example of the use made of American equipment given 
Yugoslavia; 

(2) "Our collaboration with capitalism during the war (World War II) by no 
means signified that we shall prolong our alliance with it. On the contrary, 
the capitalistic forces constitute our natural enemy despite the fact that they 
helped us to defeat their most dangerous representative. It may. happen that we 
shall again decide to make use of th eir a id, but always with the sole aim of 
accelerating their final ruiru" — 1946 remark of Marshall Tito, Yugoslavia's 
Moscow- trained dictator. 

(As printed in HUMAN EVENTS .) 

(3) November 8, 1946, Tito said: "Our present policy should be to follow 
a moderate line in order to gain time for the economic and industrial reconstruc- 
tion of the Soviet Union and of the other states under our control. Then the 
moment will come when we can hurl ourselves into the battle for this final 
annihilation of reaction." 

(4) Tito was telling his people in the years immediately following World 
to II that American canned goods and other materials that we gave to Yugoslavia 
were being purchased by Russia from "greedy American capitalists at exorbitant 
prices in order to feed the starving people of Yugoslavia." Some were even relabeled 
with phony Russian labels, 

(5) 1948, Tito "broke" with Stalin; American aid to Yugoslavia was immediately 
increased.

(9) June 6, 1956, Premier Bulganin proclaimed Tito and his Yugoslav Communists 
as "Brothers, comrades in arms and allies in the fight for Communism. » Tito re^ 
plied that he shared common devotion to the ideas of Marx, Engels, and Lenin. 

Note; The Communist Manifesto concocted by Marx and Engels states the 
following purposes: 

(l) The overthrow of capitalism. (2) Abolition *f private property. 
(3) The elimination of the family as a social unit. ({) The abolition of all 
classes. (5) The overthrow of all governments. (6) The establishment of a 
Communist order with communal ownership of property in a classless, stateless 
society, 

Morals and ethics - Lenin; "Morality is that which serves to destroy the 

old exploiting society." 

Religion - Lennin: "We must combat religion. This is the ABC of 

all materialism and consequently Marxism," 

(10) On January 4, 1956, it was announced that the Soviets were going to 
build an experimental atomic reactor in Yugoslavia. 

(11) June 12, 1956, Tito; "In peace as in war, Yugoslavia must march 
shoulder to shoulder with the Soviet Union. " 

(12) June, 1956, two former Yugoslavia officials testified before the 
Senate Internal Security Sub-Committee that giving aid to Tito was digging our 
own graves.

Let's "Rid Texas of Reds" is the new Texas 
crusade which has set the Kennedy Administra- 
tion back on its ear and caught national attention. 

The seed of the movement was the discovery by 
an Air Force Reservist, Major H. C. Knickerbocker, 
Jr., of four Yugoslav pilots at Pen-in Air Force 
Base in Sherman, Texas. They were being trained 
to operate jet planes sold by the US Government 
to Tito as "obsolete" for $10,000 apiece — a small 
fraction of their value. They are called obsolete 
— but they are the same planes that the Air Force 
Reserve is currently using for training our fighter 
pilots. 

Major Knickerbocker wrote his findings to Sen- 
ator Tower. The letter was published by the Dallas 
Morning News. Reading the story, Frank McGehee, 
an Irish-tempered six-foot-four Texan who had 
worked his way up from garage mechanic to 
garage owner, began making telephone calls. Ten 
friends got together that night. They rented a 
hall, got a notice into the press, and 200 came out 
the next night. Volunteers got on the telephone 
and 1,200 came out the third night. 

That meeting authorized a week-long "National 
Indignation Convention." The Dallas Memorial 
Auditorium was rented and the attendance for the 
six succeeding evenings was estimated as follows: 

Sunday 1300 

Monday 1700 

Tuesday 2000 

Wednesday 2200 

Thursday 2000 

Friday 1800 

Saturday (closing) 3300 

During the nine days following the news story 
which instigated the movement, 15,700 persons 
attended the meetings (counting the 200 and 1200 
who attended the meetings that preceded the "con- _ 
vention") . 

Programs were catch-as-catch-can. Political big 
names were barred to prevent the meetings from 
becoming political rallies. Speakers were whoever 
was available at a moment's notice. 

The thrills at the meetings were provided by the 
"telethons" which brought the audience into the 
act and provided suspense and drama which every 
day "had the whole town talking." 

A battery of telephones was set up so the chair- 
man from the stage could telephone anyone any- 
where. A loud speaker system enabled the audience 
to listen in on the entire two-way conversation. 
Chairman McGehee would ask the audience, "Who 
do you want to talk to next?" The replies were 
instant and came from all over the convention floor : 
Dean Rusk, Jack Kennedy, Congressman Pogue, 
Senator Capehart, Governor Price Daniel, Congress- 
man Wright, Senator Tower, Congressman Bruce 
Alger, Congressman Burleson, Congressman Johan- 
sen. And a dozen others.

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Then the telephone operators began tracking 
down the personalities. Sortie were reached in a 
few minutes. Others took an hour or two. Some 
were reached the next night. Some could not be 
found. As soon as the person called was contacted, 
speechmaking was interrupted and the telephone 
interview began.

Each person reached was asked for his stand on 
the three-part action program which had been 
adopted by the Convention. The program called 
for: 

(1) Deportation of all members of the military 
of all Communist countries receiving training in the 
US. 

(2) Cancellation of all contracts with Communist 
countries for the sale of military equipment, current 
or obsolete, or material that might be converted 
into weapons of war; and 

(3) Determination of* all State and Defense 
Department officials who are responsible for the 
sale of military equipment to Communist countries 
and their removal from office. (Congressman Burle- 
son reminded the audience that Congress itself had 
made the authorization.) Most Congressmen 
reached approved the three-part program. Some 
liberals hedged. 

The entire event was spontaneous* Performance- 
at times was ragged and amateurish } but crystal- 
lized the feelings of the public and reflected deep 
sincerity and dismay. The goals sought were clear. 

Following the Dallas Convention, similar meet- 
ings were set for Houston, Lubbock, and other 
Texas cities. Committees have been organized in 
a number of cities elsewhere, including Shreveport, 
Wichita, and Los Angeles. 

A National Continuity Committee has been 
formed under the chairmanship of Vance Boudreau. 
A national convention will be' held in Dallas No- 
vember 22, the night before Thanksgiving. Letters, 
telegrams and phone calls received from many parts 
of the USA indicate that there will be delegates 
in attendance from a large number of the 50 
states.

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20 Million Phantom Acres Cost $150 Million

JfOWis THE time to squeeze the water out of 
the 1962 feed grains program or — to use 
another expression, eliminate the phantom acres 
which were so- costly to taxpayers as a result of 
poor administration of the 1961 program. My 
bill, H.R. 9329, would force the Department to 
follow the original intent of Congress and quit 
wasting money on phantom acres. 

The US Department of 
Agriculture report, issued 
September 21, entitled 
"The Food Situation" and 
prepared by the Economic 
Research Service, headed 
by Professor Willard Coch- 
rane, spotlights sloppy ad- 
ministration of the pro- 
gram. 

On page 9, the report 

contains this statement : 

"Farmers participation in 

the 1961 Feed Grains Pro- 

findley gram resulted in a 15 

million acre reduction in corn planting with an 

11.4 million acre cut in the North Central States." 

Compare this with the official report of the 
Secretary of Agriculture pursuant to Public Law 
87-5, which is printed on Page 957 of the printed 
hearings on the omnibus farm bill, Serial E, Part 
9, held before the Livestock and Feed Grains Sub- 
committee of the Committee on Agriculture, June 
12-13, 1961: 

"Farmers agreed to retire 20.1 million to con- 
serving uses, representing about 23 per cent of the 
1959-60 adjusted base acreage of corn." 

Table 2, attached to the Secretary's [Orville 
Freeman's] report, showed a corn base in 1959-60 
of 87,047,500 acres.

the 1959-60 corn base was 82,088,000. This is five 
million acres less. Where did the five million acres 
go? These are the phantom acres which resulted 
from sloppy administration. 

In any acreage allotment or crop reduction and 
land retirement program, it is absolutely essential 
for the administrator of the program to "wring 
out the water" from preliminary acreages reported 
by farmers. 

Several years ago when the wheat and cotton 
acreage allotments were reimposed following 1 the 
Korean War, the Department of Agriculture soli- 
cited information from farmers as to how many 
acres they had been planting in these crops. 

After receiving this information, the Department 
» -then, had -to -make it conform- to ^the -statutory- -re- 
quirements, which meant actual crop reports. For 
example, in wheat the law established a national 
allotment of 60 million acres in 1954. All wheat 
farmers throughout the nation had to fit into the 
60-million-acre suit, no matter what they said their 
previous production had been. 

In administering the 1961 feed grains program, 
the Department apparently made no serious attempt 
to distinguish between actual history and what the 
history was claimed to have beem 

Understandably, the new administrators in the- 
Department of Agriculture were eager to have a 
big sign-up in the new program. In fact, armies 
of field men worked hard to see that a big sign- 
up resulted. 

Maybe this eagerness and high pressure inflated 
the actual acreage basis. Whatever the reason, 
the results are plain. By their own admission, as 
documented above, Department administrators con- 
tracted for the retirement of over 20 million acres, 
but actually succeeded in getting a total reduction 
of only 15 million acres. 

The estimated Cspst of these phantom acres is 
$150 million, the price tag of sloppy administra- 
tion. 

"Thl^'must hot 'Eelfllowecr to^Kappen agaiif ih'next 
year's program, and my bill would force the De- 
partment to operate the program within the actual 
acreage histories as shown in official Department 
crop reports. My bill would force administrators to 
do only what capable administrators would have 
done in the first place. ^ 

I do not charge that 20 million acres were not 
retired. I have seen no reliable evidence to 
support such a charge. The point is that, of these 
20,090,600 so-called corn acres, approximately 5 
million acres are not corn acres. These are perhaps 
oat acres, pasture or something else, but they 
are being retired at a very generous rate of pay- 
ment based on normal corn yield.

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'The Condition of the American SouF

AWORD-OF-MOUTH campaign is circulating an 
exciting book (published on March 31st) 
which, unaccountably, was by-passed and unnoticed 
by important New York book reviewers. The 
seeming neglect of Princeton-educated Otis Carney's 
"Good Friday 1963" (Morrow) by such powerful 
book sales promoters as the Sunday book sections 
of the New York Times and the New York Herald 
Tribune is all the more puzzling when one reads 
the enthusiastic praise of discerning critics and 
reviewers in such cities as Seattle, Los Angeles, 
Minneapolis, Cleveland, Pittsburgh, Chicago, Dallas, 
Fort Worth and elsewhere. 

As a rule, I do not review books in this column. 
However, the message in Mr. Carney's small novel, 
only 123 pages, which can be read at one sitting, 
cries out to be heard. It may be just the shock

"The things that will destroy America are: pros- 
perity >at any price, peace at any price, safety first 
instead of duty first, and love of soft living and 
the "get-rich-quick theory of life." 

If the first Roosevelt President, the man who 

. was, above all, proudly, unrestrainedly American, 

saw clearly where the great peril to America's life

and future lay, it was because he understood what 
made America. He understood the soul and spirit 
of the country perhaps better than anyone else of 
his time. 

It was almost as if he had the gift of prophecy 
and was telling his countrymen to beware of; the 
false gods that follow in the train of success. * 

Otis Carney was not even born when the old 
Rough Rider spoke the words to which the young 
author responds, whose message he drives home 
44 years later. 

For Otis Carney's book might well and unhappily 
be a book of prophecy, so close does it come to the 
perilous realities of our crisis-ridden davs and the 
horrifying possibilities of their aftermath. 

On Good Friday, 1962 — so begins this com- 
pelling parable of our times — Dr. Matthew 'Bone, 
eminent scientist and Chairman of the President's 
Defense Plans Committee, walked up the steps to 
the Lincoln Memorial in Washington and there, in 
front of the towering figure inside, took his life. 

WHY did this MAN with a happy family life, a 
distinguished career and a great future, 
destroy himself on the same day he returned from 
a trip for the President, to get a new appraisal of 
the US position in the world, whether we were 
winning or losing the war? 

Before we get the answer, Otis Carney dramati- 
cally discusses foreign aid, the farm "problem," 
big business, big labor, religion, education, all the 
so-called problems confronting us today. Any 
number of recent headlines from the press sub- 
stantiate predictions Mr. Carney made many 
months ago when he was writing this book. 

During those months of study and work -it 
became apparent, he said, that there was one 
problem underlying all the others — "that, simply, 
was the condition of the American soul." 

•While the book -is ^a f rrghtenhig'lookr- *over the 
brink of disaster for us as a people and a nation, 
there is a weapon which can save us. It is the 
same weapon with which we forged our destiny. 
It is the weapon which has brought us to victory 
through two World Wars and countless disasters. 
Mr. Carney believes it is the one weapon which can 
make us invulnerable. He calls it the bulwark of 
the West, and freedom. And he names it— our 
Judeo-Christian tradition. 

"If we live it, if every individual can be moved 
to act in moral responsibility, then no combine of 
slavery can ever defeat us. If a small percentage 
of us, even, would dedicate ourselves to personal 
truth — to be guided in our daily affairs to do what 
we believe is morally right, to put individual re- 
sponsibility over group demands, whether we be 
politicians or businessmen or labor leaders — were 
we to do this, we would very swiftly begin 
changing the state of the world."

A Wolf Story with a Moral 

Some years ago while in Alaska, we were told 
a wolf story. Lately a similar story has appeared 
in print. These stories add up to the way Eskimos 
deal with wolf packs. Eskimos embed razor-sharp 
knives clasp down in the ice and apply a little seal 
blood. The wolves are attracted by the blood, and 
lick the knives, cutting their tongues. They are 
delighted by the seemingly inexhaustible supply of 
nourishing blood they can lick off the knives, and 
stand there licking until they drop in their tracks 
from loss of blood and freeze to death in the snow. 

This is a clever trick, but we are in no position 
to jeer at the stupidity of the wolves. We Ameri- 
cans have been falling for a similar trick for a 
good many years now, and this year it may be 
played on us again. The variation in our case is 
this. In Washington and in our state capitals are 
a great many politicians. Many of them are poor 
men, a few well to do, but none of these propose 
to give the public any of his personal estate. 

Instead they propose to give us Federal support. 
They will empty the Federal Treasury at our feet. 
Now, we should know that there is nothing in the 
Federal Treasury but what we have sent there bv 
way of the tax collector. These taxes are our blood, 
and we cannot be nourished by it any more than 
those wolves can thrive on their own blood. But 
we have bought this kind of government. Today 
the Kentucky farmer is taxed to subsidize the 
electric bills of a plumber in Tennessee. The 
Tennessee plumber is taxed to subsidize the Ken- 
tucky farmer. We are all being taxed to subsidize 
each other. We are trying through the Federal 
process to nourish ourselves with our own blood.

"Most Air Force officers with whom I have 
discussed this situation simply shrug and say, 
*So, what's new? We've been training Yugo- 
slav .Communis ts^since. A&54J-* The- implica- 
tion is that, since it has been going on for 
some time, treason has become respectable, 
acceptable, and legitimate. 

"This seems to be an important part of 
communist technique: flood our nation with 
such a multitude of criminal situations, that 
many thrive for quite a while before being 
discovered. By the time they are discovered 
these criminal situations are firmly en- 
sconced in an aura of respectability as long- 
time inhabitants of the community. 

"We have been supplying equipment to 
communist Yugoslavia for many years. How 
well I remember meeting flying-school class- 
mates of mine at various Air Force bases — 
pilots who were ferrying new T-33 jet train-

"No one listened to my shouts of alarm 
then, in 1957. Perhaps no one will listen — 
or more important, take action — in 1961. 
But that doesn't change a thing for me. 
Treason is treason, whether it happened 5 
minutes ago or 50 years ago. 

"My shouts of alarm will continue until 
I'm silenced or the responsible traitors smoked 
out and punished." 

Ivnickerbocker also revealed that the 
Yugoslav pilots first arrived at Perrin, wear- 
ing Russian-made uniforms, including the red 
star on their hats — but were 'persuaded* to 
wear, while here, United States uniforms and 
the USAF insignia. 

On October 13, 1961, both metropolitan 
newspapers in Dallas gave front-page head- 
lines to Major Knickerbocker's story about 
communists being trained at Perrin Air Force 
Base; and the community of Dallas exploded 
with indignation. 

Frank B. McGehee, a Dallas garage owner, 
joined a small group of others to express their 
outrage by picketing Perrin Air Force Base 
Friday afternoon. On Saturday (October 14) 
Mr. McGehee rented the Dallas Civic Audi- 
torium for a protest rally and started a tele- 
phone campaign to get an audience. That 

Feeling was so high, that McGehee (and oth- 
ers who had joined him) resolved to convert 
this one-night rally into a National Indigna- 
tion Convention and keep it going as long as 
possible, or until they had accomplished their 
objective of stopping American aid to Yugo- 
slavia and causing the removal from office of 
State and Defense Department officials respon- 
sible for the 'treasonous situation/ 

Ounday night, the crowd attending the 
indignation meeting was double the size of the 
first night — and even angrier. By Monday 
night, October 16, the third meeting of the 
Indignation Convention, the cavernous Dallas 
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Civic Auditorium was almost full; and the 
people attending were from all over the state. 

High administration officials in Washington 
were being quoted as promising a "searching, 
microscopic look" at any future military and 
economic aid deals with Yugoslavia. 

Former President Eisenhower was being 
quoted as supporting the whole program of 
"selling" the "surplus" aircraft to Yugoslavia; 
but by October 17, public indignation (about 
the 'sale' of military planes to Yugoslavia and 
the training of communist pilots in the United 
States) was so hot and so widespread, that 
Eisenhower was being quoted as saying he had 
nothing to do with the deal, that the whole 
thing was arranged by the Kennedy admin- 
istration! 

.Defense Department officials were trying 
to cool public anger by claiming that the air- 
craft which we are "selling" to Yugoslavia is 
really obsolete anyway. Major Knickerbocker 
answered this point by posing the question: 

"If it's obsolete, why are they giving it 
to us (the Air National Guard) to fly?" 

Although I heartily welcomed the spec- 
tacle, I was probably more amazed than any- 
one else at the sudden burst of public anger 
and indignation that overflowed in Dallas and 
spread like fire across the nation. The presence 
of four Yugoslav communist pilots, receiving 
training -on an American- Air Force Basest 
American tax-payers' expense seemed, to me, 
a very minor bit of treason, when placed 
against a backdrop of our dealings with Yugo- 
slavia since World War II. 

Since the subject is presently a matter of 
such burning public interest, perhaps a brief 
chronological review of the facts is in order. 



The Beginning 

In World War II, when the people of 
Yugoslavia revolted against an alliance with 
Germany, Hitler invaded the country. A gov- 



ernment-in-exile was set up in London; but 
General Mikhailovitch, a Serbian patriot, 
stayed behind and took to the hills to organize 
a resistance movement. 

After Hitler attacked Russia and nazi 
power began to wane in Yugoslavia, the com- 
munists sent Tito (a Croatian) back into 
Yugoslavia, ostensibly to join Mikhailovitch 
and help him fight the nazis. ' 

Mikhailovitch, understanding and hating 
communism as well as nazism, knew that he 
could not unite with the communists without 
ultimately succumbing to them. He would 
have no part of Tito. Consequently, a com- 
munist propaganda campaign against Mik- 
hailovitch blazed up all over the world, flam- 
ing with particular ferocity in America. 

Hence, the American government deserted 
Mikhailovitch — withholding arms and aid 
from him and giving them to Tito. Mikhailo- 
vitch was thus destroyed. The Yugoslavian 
government in exile was repudiated, and 
Yugoslavia was delivered into the hands of 
the communists. 

American aid in vast quantities went to 
Tito with no strings attached — Tito using it 
to destroy his enemies, solidify his dictator- 
ship, and fasten communism on the nation. 

American goods were relabeled and deliv- 
ered to the people as coming from Mother 
Russia. American canned foodstuffs, and other 
material that could not be relabeled, were dis- 
tributed with the 'explanation* that ^Russia was 
buying it from greedy American capitalists 
at exorbitant prices in order to feed the starv- 
ing people of Yugoslavia. 



1948 



The 



communists were doing all right with 
our money, but decided to get more of, it. In 
1948, Tito and Stalin rigged the obviously 
false break between the Soviet Union and 
Yugoslavia. The purpose was to get direct 
American aid to build a communist arsenal 
in the Bosnian mountains of Yugoslavia, which 
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are open and accessible from the east, prac- 
tically impregnable from the west. 

The scheme worked. Our liberals 5 started 
urging all-out aid to Yugoslavia, saying that 
we would thus encourage other communist 
states to split with Moscow. It was about this 
time that Tito temporarily complicated the 
problem for our liberals: he shot down Amer- 
ican military aircraft which had strayed over 
Yugoslav territory; but while still boasting 
about what he had done, he demanded and 
got direct economic and military aid from the 
United States government. 

Uur aid to Tito has never stopped flowing, 
although the dictator has insulted us, and 
supported the Soviet Union, on practically 
every pertinent occasion since our aid began 
— as the record shows. 



1955 

In 195 5, our aid-to- Yugoslavia program 
encountered a little trouble in Congress when 
it became known that Tito would not permit 
United States Military Aid Missions to inspect 
the use of military weapons which we were 
giving Yugoslavia. A few Congressmen 
demanded that we stop all Yugoslav aid, eco- 
nomic and military. The Eisenhower Admin- 
istration got its aid bill passed that year by 
promising that the situation would be recti- 
fied. 

On September 15, 195 5, the State Depart- 
ment announced that Deputy Undersecretary 
Robert Murphy (then called the Department's 
"top trouble shooter") would go to Yugo- 
slavia and discuss the "aid problems" with 
Tito, particularly Tito's demand for an addi- 
tional 40 million dollars. 

Three days later — September 18 — the 
Kremlin announced that A. I. Mikoyan, first 
deputy prime minister of the U.S.S.R. was on 
his way, with his family, to spend a vacation 
with Tito in Yugoslavia. 



The leftwing press of America broke out 
with a rash of articles about the efforts of 
the Kremlin to "woo Tito" away from us and 
about how frightfully important it was to 
avoid any action, such as terminating or reduc- 
ing aid or making demands about inspection, 
which would "drive Tito into the Soviet 
camp." 

-Dy the time Murphy got to Yugoslavia, 
he "had the American nation behind him" 
in his assurances to Tito that we would con- 
tinue our aid to him. Tito assured Murphy 
that he was not really trying to get in bed 
with the Soviets: that he wanted only a "nor- 
malization of ties" with the U.S.S.R. This 
news was reported in the New York Times 
on September 29, 1955; and the American 
nation, presumably, rejoiced in the knowledge 
that the communist dictator of Yugoslavia 
would continue to accept our help. 

During October, 195 5, there was again 
some speculation among American liberals 
about the possibility of a "dangerous rap- 
prochement" between Tito and the Kremlin. 

So, in November, 1955, our Secretary of 
State, John Foster Dulles, visited Belgrade. 
Tito welcomed Dulles with great affability 
and assured him that Yugoslavia would not 
only continue to accept American military 
and economic aid but would now also be will- 
ing to get atomic energy information from 
us. This good news can be found in the New 
York Times of November 5, 195 5, and in the 
Chicago Tribune of November 7 and 8. 



1956 

JJuring 1956, our aid- to- Yugoslavia pro- 
gram was complicated by several spectacular 
events. 

On January 4, 1956, it was announced that 
the Soviets were going to build an experi- 
mental atomic reactor in Yugoslavia. Articles 
in the New York Times on February 1 3 and 
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1 8, 1956, are typical of many which smoothed 
this situation temporarily: the articles 
explained that Tito was not really aligning 
himself with Moscow; the Kremlin had simply 
made him a better offer concerning atomic 
energy development than we had made; we 
ought to quit beating communists over the 
head as bad people, and should 'compete' with 
them in helping less-developed nations; and 
so on. 

But on June 3, 1956, Tito arrived in Mos- 
cow for a state visit and was given a lavish 
welcome. On June 3, Tito said: 

^The spirit of Lenin's principles of collec- 
tive leadership are such that I am sure there 
never again will be misunderstanding among 
the nations of the socialist camp." 

VJn June 6, 1956, Premier Bulganin of the 
U.S.S.R. publicly acclaimed Tito and his 
Yugoslav communists as: 

^Brothers, comrades in arms, and allies in 
the fight for communism." 

1 ito replied that he shared with the Soviets 
a "common devotion to the ideas of Marx, 
Engels, and Lenin"; and he praised Soviet 
foreign policy, 

v/n June 12, 195 6, Tito at Stalingrad said: 

**In peace as in war, Yugoslavia must march 
shoulder to shoulder with the Soviet Union," 

On June 21, 19 5 6, Marshal Zhukov 
assured Tito that the Soviet Union will fight 
"shoulder to shoulder 5 ' with Yugoslavia in the 
event of war. 

During June, 1956, two former officials of 
the Yugoslav government (then living in the 
United States) testified before the Senate 
Internal Security subcommittee, saying point- 
edly that in giving aid to Tito, the United 
States is digging its own grave. 

Toward the end of June, our aid-to- Yugo- 
slavia program was in real trouble with the 
Congress. But on June 27, 1956, John Foster 
Dulles issued a statement solemnly warning 
the nation that if we did not continue aid 



to Yugoslavia, we would "drive Yugoslavia 
back into the camp of the Russians." 

L/n July 26, 1956, the Congress passed 
the foreign aid bill, prohibiting future mili- 
tary aid to Yugoslavia, but not terminating 
the aid already "in the pipeline" — which 
meant that hundreds of millions of dollars in 
aid would continue going to Tito for many 
months. Among the "pipeline" material not 
terminated were 300 jet aircraft. 

Things settled down for a couple of months 
— until September 20, 1956, when Khrush- 
chev visited Tito in Belgrade. One week later, 
Tito made another visit to Moscow. 

It required millions of words in the liberal 
press of America to explain that these visits 
did not really mean anything and that our 
aid to Tito was really keeping him "out of 
the communist camp." 

1 he liberal propaganda did a rather good 
job, because, in October, 1956, President 
Eisenhower announced that he was resuming 
economic aid to Yugoslavia, because Tito had 
clearly demonstrated his friendship for the 
west. 

The next month, however — November, 
1956 — when all decent people on earth were 
sick with horror over the Soviet rape of Hun- 
gary, Tito sided with the Soviets, publicly 
branding the Hungarian patriots as "bandits" 
for rebelling against their communist masters. 

The next month — December, 1956 — 
President Eisenhower invited Tito to visit the 
United States as an honored guest of our 
nation. Congress expressed such indignation 
that Tito would not come — and Eisenhower 
did not insist, lest the visit endanger the for- 
eign aid program, which had to be fought 
through Congress again in 1957. 



1957 

1j imitations of space require mention of 
only a few highlights from 1957. 
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On May 9, 1957, President Eisenhower 
said he was also resuming military aid to Tito 
(including the immediate delivery of 200 jet 
planes) , because Tito had unmistakably veered 
away from the Soviets and had shown himself 
a friend of America. 

On May 27, 1957, Tito publicly answered, 
virtually calling our President a liar. Tito, in 
a statement at Belgrade, said he wanted the 
world to understand that he had no quarrel 
with the Soviet Union — and he specifically 
wanted America to understand that Yugo- 
slavia and the Soviet Union have the same 
objective: building a world communist system. 

Two days later, an American newspaper 
correspondent, breaking away from a guided 
tour in a Yugoslav Adriatic seaport town, 
found workmen scratching out the words 
"USA" on wooden crates and marking the 
crates for reshipment to Hong Kong. The 
crates contained critically important machine 
tools which we were giving to Tito and which 
he was shipping to red China. 

J3y the middle of May, 1957, Congress 
was again balking about authorizing more aid 
to Tito. On May 15, 1957, the State Depart- 
ment, in a press release, assured Congress and 
the nation that our aid to Yugoslavia was essen- 
tial to our own national interests because it 
was helping Tito "withstand Soviet pressure." 

Tito must have a sardonic sense of humor, 
because, £>ne~weekiate£.— .on~May~22, A9S7- 
— he announced that his friendship with Mos- 
cow was growing warmer all the time. 

Un July 14, 1957, Tito, with a fanfare 
of publicity, announced that a Yugoslav eco- 
nomic delegation was going to Moscow to seek 
"reinstatement" of a 250 million dollar aid 
promise which the Soviets had previously 
made, but had not kept. 

On July 25, 1957, Washington officialdom 
announced a special 15 million dollar "loan" 
for the development of Yugoslav copper 
mines. 



Un August 4, 1957, Tito visited with 
Khrushchev in Rumania, promising full co- 
operation, in all ways, with the Soviets. 

On August 15, 1957, President Eisenhower 
said our aid had "broken Tito away from Mos- 
cow." 

On September 17, 1957, Tito publicly 
announced full support for Soviet foreign 
policy. 

On December 9, 1957, Tito announced that 
he would accept no further military aid from 
the United States. On December 23, 1957, 
United States officials were in Belgrade, plead- 
ing with Tito to continue acceptance of our 
military aid. 

1958 

1 he Soviet- Yugoslav propaganda organ 
played a different tune in 195 8. Throughout 
the year, there were stories about "Tito blast- 
ing" the Kremlin or red China, and being 
"blasted" in turn. Every blast eased the flow 
of American aid, of course; but that was not 
the real purpose of the drama. 

World communism was preparing a new 
role for Tito and was preparing the world to 
accept him in that role: that is, the role of 
leader among the "neutral" or "unaligned" 
nations. 

^ , JL ,itQ opsnJly (Stepped, ,uppn, fche, ,world .stage; 
in this new role for world communism just 
before Christmas, 195 8, when he set out on 
a tour of the "neutral" nations of Asia and 
Africa. The importance — to the international 
communist conspiracy — of Tito in this new 
role as a "neutralist" did not become apparent 
to the non- communist world until almost two 
years later. 



1959-60 

Yugoslav- American relations were rela- 
tively unspectacular during 1959 and 1960. 
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We provided twenty-two and a half million 
dollars to build Tito a nitrogen fertilizer fac- 
tory (which can quickly be converted into a 
munitions plant) in January, 1959; we lent 
him 5 million to improve his railroad system 
in February; and so on. Throughout I960, 
Tito alternated from month to month between 
supporting the Soviets on some important 
issue, and getting fresh loans and gifts and 
promises from America; and he continued 
efforts to establish his leadership among "neu- 
tralist" nations. 



1961 

In June, 1961, a new Yugoslav law went 
into effect, virtually outlawing United States 
information agency activities in Yugoslavia; 
but apart from this, the events of 1961 were 
more of the old routine — until September. 

\Jn August 31, 1961, the Soviet Union 
abruptly announced that it would resume the 
testing of nuclear weapons. The Netv York 
Times, and the American liberal press gener- 
ally, published headlines saying that this move 
angered the leaders of 24 'neutral' nations 
gathering in Belgrade, Yugoslavia, for a con- 
ference. 

On September 1, 1961, the Belgrade con- 
ference of neutrals began; and the conference 
leaders uniformly condemned, not the Soviet 
Union-for-resuming^nuelea'r-^te&tin'gy but-the 
United States for causing it! 

Every one of the neutral nations at the Bel- 
grade conference, which condemned America 
because the Soviet Union resumed nuclear 
testing, has received substantial amounts of 
aid from the American government, little or 
nothing from the Soviet Union. Generally, the 
leaders of nations which have received the most 
aid from the United States were the ones most 
critical of the United States. 

11 ere are the 24 nations which attended the 
'neutral' conference at Belgrade, Yugoslavia, 
September 1-6, 1961, and the amount of aid 



each had received from us as of March 31, 
1961:

1M ote that Yugoslavia has received the most 
aid from us. Tito of Yugoslavia made the 
strongest criticism of us. On September 3, 
\9 y 61, Tito, jsaid.io th^xonf erence.of , neutral 
nations at Belgrade: 

"The Soviet Government has published a 
statement on the resumption of nuclear 
weapons tests. All this has alarmed the whole 
world. . . • 

"We are not surprised so much by the com- 
munique on the resumption of atomic and 
hydrogen weapons tests, because we could 
understand the reasons adduced by the Gov- 
ernment of the U.S.S.R." 



lito explained that the fault lay with 
those nations which "continue to make a fetish 
out of control" — the United States, that is 
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— thus revealing "unwillingness or hesitation 
to undertake real disarmament." 

Tito condemned France for making atomic 
tests, and condemned "other Western powers" 
for not making France stop. He condemned 
American policy with regard to Germany, as 
being responsible for all the tensions there, and 
supported the Soviet viewpoint. He denounced 
America's "aggressive intervention" in the 
affairs of communist Cuba. He praised com- 
munist leaders in the Congo and demanded a 
seat for red China in the United Nations. 

1 he American press reported that Wash- 
ington officials were surprised at the attitude 
of the neutral nations; and State Department 
spokesmen began "explaining" the attitude. 
They said it was quite understandable (and, 
by inference, welcome) that "neutral" nations, 
which have received much from us while 
receiving nothing from the Soviets, would 
blame us for Soviet behavior: the neutral 
nations, knowing that we are a benign power, 
are not afraid to offend us, but are afraid of 
the Soviets! 

The little ripple of anger (which had spread 
through America, as a result of the behavior 
of Tito and his "neutral" nations at Belgrade) 
had almost subsided when — on October 13, 
1961 — Major Harry Knickerbocker's letter 



about four Yugoslav communist pilots in 
training at Perrin Air Force Base, hit front 
pages of American newspapers. 

Hope 

1 he great wave of indignation and anger, 
which this relatively unimportant condition 
started, gives me hope that Americans have 
not lost their sense of outrage. 

The chain of events, which began explo- 
sively in Dallas in the middle of October, 1961, 
gives me hope that the American people will 
rise up before it is too late and demand — not 
just the removal of 4 communist pilots from 
Perrin Air Force Base — but a total reversal of 
the disastrous policies which our federal gov- 
ernment has been pursuing (and paying for 
with our money) ever since Franklin D. Roose- 
velt was inaugurated in March, 1933.

WHO IS DAN SMOOT? 

Dan Smoot was born in Missouri. Reared in Texas, he attended SMU in Dallas, taking BA and MA degrees 
from that university in 1938 and 1940. 

In 1941, he joined the faculty at Harvard as a Teaching Fellow in English, doing graduate work for the degree 
of Doctor of Philosophy in the field of American Civilization.
